NEWS OF THE MORNING. 


Gen. Jo Lane and a number of other 


prominent Oregon Democrats have is- 
sued an address to the members of 
tlieir party in Oregon, dwelling upon 
the importance ol upholding States' 
Btghta as against the Republican ten- 
dencies to centralization and monarchy, 
and advocating governmental reform. 


The President has nominated Jamea 


B Lowell of Massachusetts as Envoy 
Extraordinary and Minister Plenipoten- 
tiary to England; John W. Foster of In- 
diana as Minister to Russia; Lucius 
Fauchild of Wisconsin Minister to 
Spam; Philip H. Morgau of Louisiana 
Minister to*Mexico and Eli H. Murray 
of Kentucky as Governor of Utah. 


A meeting of working men and wo- 


men was held Sunday afternoon in 
Charter Oak Hall, San Francisco, for 
the purpose of discussing the condition 
of the laborers and craftsmen of the 
city, with a view of devising, if possible, 
Measures for the reliof of tinemployed 
and destitute men and women. It ap- 
peared from the verbal reports made by 
representatives of several trades onions 
and labor organizations, who were in 
Attendance, that business was very dull, 
and the present outlook in San Francis- 
co for laborers and mechanics is not 
bright; that very many of the last- 
named classes were idle and unable to 
obtain employment at any price. Sev- 
eral expedients for relief—such as the 
establishment of free soup houses, the

The "Local" of the Post visited the 


newly-established manufactory of Elko 
mineral soap, at the White Sulphur 
Springs, last Monday, where he found 
all the operations connected with the 
manufacture going forward smoothly 
and successfully.
